New York, August 22.—The itinerary of Colonel 
Roosevelt's trip west has been issued from the press, and 
when the party starts next Tuesday morning for Utica 
the eyes of a great part of the United States Will be 
turned toward the places he will visit. Of course of.first 
importance will be his utterances on things peliticat, 
but he is to make other speeches in the course of his 
journey which will probably have little bearing on na- 
tional affairs A look at the map wiil convince one thae 
the former president is not going to be satisfi o “swing 
around the circle,” as has President Taft several times 
since he assumed office, but that Mr. Roosevelt plens 
to “cut figure eights” by criss-crossing and retracing his 
route in a number of places. Colonel Roosevelt wi!t 
occupy the private car Constitution with William B. 
Howland, Ernest Hamlin Abbott, Harold J Howland and 
Frank Harper, his secretary. In the car Forrest there 
will be Wade Mountfortt, Jr., representing the American 

Association, and sixteen other special correspond- 
ents and artists.

Taft Makes It Piain. 

The president makes it plain in a 
letter given out here today by Lloyd 
C. Griscom, president of the New York 
republican county committee, how the 
| ou ReRNeRS ne arose. He explained 
Pthat he never took any part in a com- 
mittée cabal to defeat Colonel Roose- 
velt for temporary chairman of the| 
coming republican state convention. 
On the contrary, he explicity deplored 
the result of the committee meeting 
which chose Vice President Sherman; 
he rebukes the party leaders who have 
permitted it to go abroad uncontra- 
dicted that the president of the United 
States was, behind their factional pref- 
erences; he insists that at every Op- 
portunity he advised the fullest con- 
ferences with Colonel Roosevelt and he 
explains that he has been pained by 
‘the “columns of unfounded assertions 
in the newspapers concerning my atti- 
tude in respect to the New York sit- 


uation.”

COBB BROWN FORCES 
HIGHLY INDIGHANT 


Charge That Agreement 
Made With Smith Fac- 
tion’ Was Broken. 


August 22.—-(Special.) 
The Joe Brown supporters of Cobb 
county are burning with indignation 
tonight over a violation of a campaign 
agreement entered into between Unit- 
ed States Senator A. S. Clay, as a rep- 
resentative of the Hoke Smith forces, 
and former Mayor E. P. Dobbs, 
senting the Brown forces, not t 
any further rallies in Cobb 
Wednesday, August 17. 

This agreement was entered into a 
week ago by the two leaders, after a 
conference with their followers. In 
view of the bitter factional fight in 
the county which is the home of both 
Senator Clay and Governor Brown, it 
was decided not to hold any further pub- 
lic meetings. 

Despite this agreement, a barbecue 
and political rally was held tonight 
back of the fire engine house, at which 
Attorney James D. Kilpatrick, of At- 
lanta, was the principal speaker. Mayo: 
Herbert Clay, a son of Senator Clay, 
presided and introduced Mr. Kilpatrick, 
Moreover, it is charged that free beer 
was disributed throughout the day at 
the fire engine house. 

The Brown supporters are charging 
bad faith and duplicity to the Smith 
forces. A good deal of bad feeling has 
been engendered. 

Rally and Barbecue Held. 

When hand-billis were circulated last 
Saturday announcing the barbecue and 
political address tonight in the inter. | 
est of former Governor Smith, Mayor 
Dobbs promptly went to Senator Clay 
and asked what it meant, explaining 
that‘he had cancelled the engagement 
previously made for a speech on the 
same night, by Judge H. D. D. Twiggs, 
of Savannah. 

Senator Clay explained that it was a 
mistake, and made without his knowl- 
edge, but that it would be called off, 
and the Smith Supporters stand by the 
agreement. With the positive under- 
standing thaf the Smith rally would 
be called off, Mr. Dobbs made no fur- 
ther effort to carry out the program 
for a Brown rally. 

But the Smith rally and barbecue 
was not called off, but was held ac- 
cording to. schedule. 

The incident of the free beer further 
aggravated the Brown supporters. 
Mace Morris, a cousin of Judge Newt 
Morris, and an appointee of Mayor 
Clay, is captain of the fire department 
and was the chief dispenser of the free 
beer. J. J. Black, chairman of the fire 
committee of council, heard of the li- 
quid treats being served, and made a 
visit to Mr. Morris and demanded that 
the handing out of Hquors in the bulld- 
ing cease. Captain Morris said he would 
not have the liquors removed without 
an order from Mayor Clay. Afjer con- 
siderable argument the beer was taken 
from the fire eZine house and depos- 
ited somewhere else.

As attorney for 
the Choctaws, Mr. Hill said he was re- 
sisting the suit. 

‘In 2896,’’ said Mr. Hill, ‘Mr. Owen 
entered into an arrangement with 
Charles F. Winton to attempt to se- 
cure for Choctaw Indians living east 
of the Mississippi river citizenship 
in what was then Indian Territory. 
Winton went to Mississppi and got 
many individual contracts, the number 
ultimately being 1,500. In these con- 
tracts the claimants agreed to give to 
Winton and Owem 50 per cent of all 
property which ey would become 
possessed of if they were admitted to 
citizenship. 

Owen's Rights Rk bverted to Winton. 

“Winton, after gbtaining many con- 
tracts, died, and Ais rights reverted to 
Mr. Owen. Aft the Indians were ad- 
mitted to citizenship, congress referred 
Owen’s claim to the court of claims, 
where it is now pending. Since he be- 
came senator, I do not believe Mr. 
Owen has shown any activity in his 
case except to testify as he was re- 
quired.” 

Senator Owen based his clai:in. tne 
witness said, on legal services he al- 
leges he rendered at Washington and 
in Oklahoma prior to his election to 
the senate. 

“Now,” asked Representative Camp- 
bell, of Kansas, “suppose Senator Ow- 
en should be allowed by the court of 
Claims all that his contracts call for, 
how much would he get?” 

“He would receive 50 per cent of 
$12,000,000 or $14,000,000, according to 
the value of the property.” 

“Is he secured in any way?” 

“The ominbus Indian bill passed by 
congress in 1908 provides that the Ow- 
en fee shall be a lien on the property 
of the Indians.’’ 

“What would be the effect on the 
Indians if the fee provided for in the 
contracts were granted?’ 

“It woald take all the property the 
-Indians have. They would be penni- 
less if they had to pay the fee.’ 

Mr. Owen was elected senator in 
1907 and lives at Muskogee. It was 
said here that he is now in Canada. 

McMurray on Stand, 

Most of today’s hearing was taken 
up with the cross-examination of J. E. 
McMurray, holder of the contracts by 
which he seeks to obtain a ten per 
cent attorney's fee on the sale of $39,- 
000,000 worth of Indan lands in this 
State. Mr. McMurray said if the In- 
dians got all their property was worth 
they would receive $50,000,000 and his 
fee would .be 10 per cent of that. 
Questioned as to his plans to dispose fo 
the 450.000 acres of the coal and as- 
phalt land, Mr. McMurray said the 
coal deposits held by the Indians in 
this state amounted practically to a 
monopoly in the territory west of the 
Mississippi, south of the Missouri and 
East of the Rocxy Mountains and he 
believed the Indians were entitled to 
the value of the coal as a monopoly. 
He thought the land would bring a 

gher price if.sold to a corporation 
rather than if it were split up and 
sold to many individuals. 

He said he never had heard of a 
New York syndicate that stood ready 
to pay $30,000,000 for the land, as Sen- 
ator T. P. Gore had charged. The 
surface of the lands, which aggregate 
more than 2,500,000 acres, the witness 
thought, might be sold separately to 
small holders.

Fearful Toll Is Vaken by. the 
Forest Fires Raging in the 
Northwest. 


MANY PERSORS IASARE 
AS RESULT OF FIRES 


It Is Said That Incendiaries Are 
Responsible for the Fires. 
Charred Bodies Found Every- 
where in Track of Fires---He- 
roic Work Done by United 
States Soldiers. 


August 22.—With 
more than 8&0 persons known be 
dead, 100 missing, a list of injured that 
will approximate 200, half the town of 
Wallace swept clean and the possibil- 
ity that two or three more towns in 
the district have suffered complete de- 
struction, with half a dozen » smal! 
towns and villages ser Asly threatened 
and their inhabitangfs by thousands 
hurrying to places of safety, the Pa- 
cific northwest faces the most terri- 
ble forest fire situation in its history, 

The situation is miost acute in the 
Coeur d'Alene district of northern Ida- 
ho. Reports from other parts of the 
northwest are of less discouraging na- 
ture 

Some of the fires have been con- 
trolled: others are Jess threatening in 
the absence of wind, while in some 
districts the fire fighters have divested 
the course of, the flames from towns 
that were threatened. The new fires 
that have sprung up in the last twen- 
ty-four hours have not proved serious 
so far.

There are several fires in the Ump- 
qua valley in southern Oregon, but so 
far they have done no great damage. 
The fires in the neighborhood of Grants 
Pass, Ore., which became decidedly 
threatening Sunday evening, are, for 
the time being, under control. 

The situation in the Crater, Lake re- 
serve and the Mount McLaughlin dis- 
tricts on the extreme southern edge of 
Oregon, appears unchanged from tie 
last few days, excerpt that these fires 
are not making so rapid progress as on 
previous days. They are all burning 
furiously, however, despite the efforts 
of 750 fire fighters, among whom are 
250 regular soldiers from American 
Lake, Wash., who arrived this after- 
noon. 

In the vicinity of Medford and Ash- 
land, Washington, theh fires are less 
menacing only because there is no 
wind. In both these places all the 
men obtainable have been drafted into 
service to back fire and trench. 

Incendiaries at Work. 

The fires in southern Oregon in 
many cases are of incendiary origin. 
This has been a matter of general gos- 
sip in Medford for several days, but it 
became officially published today 
through the dispatches from Wash- 
ington. 

No hope of rain is yet given by the 
United States weather bureau, the 
prediction of the district forecaster for 
ettonight and tomorrow being fair 
weather throughout Washington, Ore- 
gon and Idaho. 

Officials have received word that 34 
fire fighters had burned to death on 
Big Creek and thirty had met death 
on Superior Lake. Six men were kill- 
ed in the Placer Creek fire, three miles 
from Wallace. 

The whole country from here 
the St. Joe river, a distance of 
miles, has been burned over. 

The loss in Walace is estimated 
$1,0000,000. One hundred buildings 
were destroyed. The hospitals are 
full of wounded, a number of them 
being blind.

It is well°that the country be reminded of. those romantic 
phases in its annals, when wile and brute strength, brawn and cour- 
age and subtlety combined in the conquest.of the great western 
empire. 

It is doubtful if in all our history there 1s any chapter more 
sheerly fasqinating than this one. - It exhibits the characteristic 
vouth and resiliency of the American character at its best, un- 
touched by those later softnesses that have crept in with the tides 
of commercialism and the higher civilization. 


THE TAFT-ROOSEVELT FEUD. 


The parting of the ways between President Taft and former 
President Roosevelt, foreshadowed in the interpretation the latter 
has placed upon his reject by the republican state committee of 
New Yotk, would be a development causing no surprise to the po- 
litical observer even of ordinary shrewdness. Its effect upon the 
republican party and upon national politics 1s quite another matter, 
and one furnishing almost endless material for speculation. 

It appears Mr. Roosevelt holds an alleged alliance between Mr. 
Taft and the “old guard” as responsible for his repudiation. The 
quickness with which semi-official denials have followed that 
charge, also advanced by indirection, is evidence of the extreme 
anxiety of the administration to avoid alienating the Roosevelt fac- 
tion, so far as in its power lies. 

Mr. Roosevelt's plan as now tentatively announced, is to oc- 
cupy a strictly neutral position during the coming fall campaigns, 
committing himself neither for or against the measures, accom- 
plishments and program of the president. 

The studied colorlessness of this course may defeat itsSown 
aim, and increase the tenseness long visible between the two fac- 
tons of the party. 

Whether or not authorized by Colonel Roosevelt it is only hu- 
man to expect that in the autumn line-up his friends will espouse 
his cause as against the cause of the president, once they persuade 
themselves Mr. Taft has slighted the colonel. 

The situation in this latter respect, and also as regards the in- 
surgents, is curiously complicated. For during the last few: davs. 
the president has given unmistakable evidence of going over to the 
insurgent element, almost bag and baggage. 

Just how far the insurgents will respond to the leadership of a 
nian who had to be literally clubbed into assuming it, is, however.

At the 
first sign of am ache or pain, often 
the moment the baby cries, the mother 
dashes for the paregoric bottle. As a 
result, the baby is drugged unneces- 
sarily.” 


TOM WEAVER KILLED 
BY INFURIATED POSSE 


Negro Attempted to Kill Mayor 
of Seville --- Posse Fired 
Upon by Black. 


Cordele, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
News has just reached Cordele from 
Seville, a small station on the Sea- 
board Air Line railway, 12 miles west 
of Cordele, of the killing of Tom Weav- 
er, a negro, by a posse of infuriated 
citizens last night at 12 o'clock. 

The trouble grew out of the fact that 
Weaver, on the night before the kill- 
ing, in a drunken condition, had geome 
words with Mayor Wilson and after 
resisting arrest, he came to Cordele, 
purchased a shotgun, loaded it with 
buckshot and returned to Seville, go- 
ing to Mayor Wilson's residence, call- 
ing him out and firing upon him, the 
load just missing his head. { 

The negro fled, pursued by Mayor 
Wilson and a posse of citizens. They 
chased him to a small house a few 
miles from Seville, and in their ef- 
forts to arrest him the. negro opened 

on the posse. A number of shots 


was killed. 
The members of the posse escaped in- 
jury. 
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SOUGHT BY ALABAMIANS 


Montgomery, Ala., August 22.—When 
officers took Tom Hayes, a negro, 
back to Andalusia today he was ush- 
ered into a danger zone that holds 
not more than half chance for him 
to escape mob wrath. Hayes con- 
fesses that he killed a white man at 
a saw mill. — ;

Ridicules the Idea. of Wat- 
son Bringing Suit for 
Libel. 


R.: F.. Duckworth, editor of The 
Farmers’ Union News, has written the 
following card to The Constitution in 
answer to a recent statement from 
Mr. Watson, in which the Thomson ed- 
itor announced that he would enter 
suit for libel, provided a retraction of 
certain charges was not made within 
a given time: 

Editor Constitution: Owing to the

What right has Mr. Watson to 
prosecute anyone for criminal libel, 
when for the last several months he 
has not only been libeling the pub- 
lishers of The Farmers’ Union News, 
but every other good man in Georgia 
who has openly. opposed his dictation? 

The first intimation we had of the 
desire on the part of Mr. Watson to 
line up with the New York bull-bear 
cotton speculator, Dan Sully, was 
when he asked that “two . million 
Farmers’ Union men send Dan Sully 
$1 each to be used for the purpose of 
bulling the cotton market.” And in 
this request the farmers were asked 
to send their money without condi- 
tion. We never knew what part of this 
fund Mr. Watson hoped to receive for 
his own service in agitating the prop- 
osition. 
‘ Then Sully Appeared. 

Immediately following this recom- 
mendation to the farmers by Mr. Wat- 
son, Mr. Sully showed up in Georgia, 
announced the purpose of building a 
chain of warehouses through the 
south. Mr. Watson gave his unquali- 
fied indorsement to this New York cot- 
ton gambler’s scheme, and immediately 
began his attacks upon the Farmers’ 
Union warehouse plans, and extended 
his criticism to their cooperative en- 
terprises, and to every member and 
official who dared to openly question 
Mr. Watson's right to saddle upon the 
farmers a warehouse scheme promoted 
by the New York cotton gamblers, who 
had for years been fleecing the farm- 
ers. 

The Farmers’ Union News oppose 
the sending of this money to Dan 
Sully and opposeqd “THE SULLY- 
HAMMOND-WATSON WAREHOUSE 
SCHEME.” In criticising us for 
our position, Mr. Watson says 
“Come along, Dan; Duck doesn’t 
like it, but we are not living 
and working just to please Duck.’’ 
This advising Sully and the publi's 
that he and Sully were not “working 
to please Duck,” is an admission by 
himself of some kind of connection 
with Mr. Sully. 

The Farmers’ Union made a desper- 
ate fight during the last session vf 
congress against the New York cotton 
gamblers, in which fight the union was 
assisted by many southern congres3- 
men, some of the most acttve of whom 
Mr. Watson has most bitterly assailed, 
namely: Lon F. Livingston, William 
M. Howard, Thomas W. Hardwick, 
Charles A. Edwards, Gordon Lee, Tom 
Bell, Charley Bartlett, W. C. Adam- 
son. Some people have thought the 
attack upon these congressmen, at

The decision was 
by the majority of the commission in 
favor of the reduction which they. 
made. His paper was not a decision, 
but a dissenting opinion. 

“He cannot dodge the fact that he 
voted against the reduced rates. My 
charge was true, and, while he has 
undertaken tu throw a little confusion 
around thé subject he does not dare 
deny what the record shows was his 
actual vote. : 


The Convict Lease. 


“Second. Governor Brown then says 
that.I charged him with having fought 
the legislation which broke up the 
convict lease.

“Governor Brown says that I 
charged him with passing the dog tax.

This he admits, but he says 
that it got to him so late after the 
legislature adjourned that he was 
obliged to approve it. 

“It is right here that Governor 
Brown has shown his incompetency. It 
was right here, :' as in all other 
instances, that Governor Brown has 
shown his incompetency. 

“The revenue bill, containing the 
dog tax, was presented to the house 
by the chairman of a committee who 
was a strong Brown man.

UNITED STATES 
WARNS PANAMA 


That Mendoza Won’t Be 


Recognized as President. 


State Department Says His 
Election Will Be Held Uncon- 
stitutional -- Panama Greatly 
Stirred by the Attitude of the 
United States. 


Panama, August 22.—It was stated 
at the American legation today that 
the United States government would 
consider unconstitutional the election 
by the national assembly of Acting 
President Carlos Mendoza as president 
of the Repjublic of Panama to fill out 
the unfinished two years of the term 
of the late President Obaldia. This 
statement, coming so close upon the 
time for the meeting of the assembly 
to choose a president, has created a 
great sensation in political circles. 

Senor Mendoza was second vice pres- 
ident of the republic at the time of 
last 
March and immediately assumed the 
office of acting president. With the 
success of the liberals in the assem- 
bly elections last July, it was the gen- 
eral® belief that Mendoza would be 
chosen by that body as president. 

Washington Studying Question. 

Washington, August 22.—As a result 
of reports from Panama that the 
American legation there had confirmed 
rumors that the United States would 
oppose the election of Dr. Mendoza as 
unconstitutional, the state department 
today took up the incident, admitting 
that the eligility of Medoza will be 
under consideration. 

It was admitted at the department 
that the United States, in view’ of the 
repeated discussion in Panama as to 
the eligibility of Dr. Mendoza, who 
has been acting president of the little 
republic since the death several] months 
ago of President Obaldia, had been 
giving some study to the problem. 

The department adopted this course, 
it is understood, because of the pro- 
visions of the treaty between the 
United States and Panama for the 
preservation of constitutional order in 
the little isthmian republic. Up to the 
present time, however, the government 
of the United States has not felt called 
upon to make any representations on 
the subject to the Panama government.

SHOOTING OF MAYOR GAYNOR — 
HAS UNCOVERED BOB ADAMSON - 
AS A NATIONAL CHARACTER] 


Mayor Gaynor of New York is get- 
ting well. Within ten days it is ex- 
pected that he will be able to leave 
for the Adironacks. : 

The shooting of Mayor Gaynor and 
his recovery has disclosed two 
things: 

First, that hid rugged personality 
and his successful administration of 
the affairs of the city of New York 
have made him a public character 
second only to Roosevelt in pop- 
ularity, and 

Second, it has uncovered Robert 
Adamson, secretary to the mayor, as 
a national character. Adamson is a 
product of Georgia and for this rea- 
son his career is of general interest 
in this state. 

Adamson was the first man to strike 
Gallagher after Mayor Gaynor had 
been shot. But for his splendid cour- 
age and presence of mind Mayor Gay- 
nor might. have received a second 
bullet or others in the party might 
have been shot. 

“Big Bill” Edwards, the street 
cleaning commissioner and former 
Yale full back, is gathering most of 
the glory and there is talk now of 
giving him a Carnegie Medal for 
heroism. 

Adamson Acted First. 

It was the muscles of Edwards 
which subdued Gallagher and came 
near making pulp out of his face, 
but it was the quick eye of Adamson 
which was the first to take in the 
situation, and it was his arm which 
first shot out at the would-be assas- 
sin and prevented further damage. 

Adamson was standing directly in 
front of the mayor and it was for 
this reason that he was the first to 
realize what had happened. ~ When 
Gallagher first pulled the trigger his 
pistol snapped; his second attempt 
gave Mayor Gaynor his almost fatal 
wound. He had leveled. his pistol 
for the third attempt, when Adamson, 
with a tiger spring between the may- 
or and Gallagher, knocked the pistol 
up in the air with one hand. and gave 
Gallagher a blow in the face with 
the other. It was at this instant 
that Edwards caught Gallagher. He 
shot him back fully six feet with his 
terrific weight. As Gallagher fell, 
Adamson grabbed his right arm. 
Gallagher was still pumping away 
at his trigger, but the shots had all 
been exhausted. 

Since the shooting the demands on 
Adamson have been almost overwhelm- 
ing, He has been continuously on 
duty at St. Mary’s hospital in Ho- 
boken, where he has installed offices. 
Some idea of the interest felt in May- 
or Gaynor’s condition can be had 
when it is known that it requires the 
services of three telephone operators 
to answer the queries at the hospi- 
tal. 

Mail, cablegrams and telegrams, 
all of which have to be answered, in 
addition to interviewing scores of re- 
porters, makes the work of Adamson 
extremely arduous. 

It is the acme of 
fame to be sought out by a4 female 
repogter; this is what Adamson has 
had to submit to. and the account of 
Viola Justin in the New York Eve- 
ning Mail, herewith given, presents 
tome idea of the way Adamson is re- 
garded in the metropolis. 

SECRETARY ADAMSON. 
By Viola Justin. 

He looked into the barrel of an as- 
sassin’s revolver without flinching; he 
was the second man to attack Gal- 
lagher after the attempt on Mayor 
Gaynor’s life; he hadn’t slept a wink 
in forty-eight hours; he has been to 
New York city for three minutes only 
since Mayor Gaynor was shot, and he 
personally issues from four to five 
statements a day to fifty reporters, and 
he has to greet every official from 
city hall in the name of the mayor. Yet 
when I asked him if he were too busy 
to be interviewed, Robert Adamson 
replied casually: 

“Oh, I have just got to stand around 
and answer telephones for a while.” . 

But busy as he is, the mayor's pri- 
vate secretary and “right bower,’ is 
never too occupied to answer your 
questions as satisfactorily as he can. 

Bob in the Middle of Things. 
“Bob’’ Adamson’'s gray 
apart, and his cool, 
you have the index of 
his character. His whole personality 
exudes honesty, poise and judgment 
carried out in his square-toed, neatly- 
polished shoes and his immaculate blue 
silk tie. 

The tie and the tan shoes are almost 
famous, for you can always distinguish 
the shoes surrounded by a crowd of in- 
quiring reporters, and\ the tie stands 
out like the sails of a windmill amid 
the ties of the politicians. Incidentally, 
he’s a Georgia university graduate, and 
he talks the broadest of Georgian. 

‘Come to think of it,”” Mr. Adamson 
continued as we sat down in the wait- 
ing room of St. Mary’s hospital, while 
the sleuths patrolled the doorway Aas 
we talked, “I have a few other dufies 
to attend to here. For instance, I've 
got to keep the press from sending 
the mayor to Germany for an opera- 
tion, or killing him suddenly when 
my back is turned, or ordéring an op- 
eration without the knowledge of the 
doctors. , 

“T am an old newspaper man my- 
self,” he added with a chuckle, “so I 
know how rumors are spread. My, my! 
The most ridiculous stories creep into 
the newspapers. : : 

The Mayor's Simple Style. 

“The mayor is quoted with all sorts 
of grandiloquent speeches he never 
made and it isn’t a bit like him to 
make. He is a very simple-spoken 
man, and tsn’t given to making high- 
faluting speeches, and doesn’t like it 
when his remarks are distorted into 
theatrical phrases.” 

It would be pleasant to put in Mr. 
Adamson's soft Georgian dialect, but 
it can’t be done. Atlanta is his home, 
ana he probably would be there by 
this time but for the unfortunate ac+ 
cident to the mayor. 

“The truth is, the papers haven't 
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exaggerated the mayor’s condition at 
all,” he continued. “There is an emi- 
nent surgeon in attendance now who 
never leaves his honer for an instant, 
fearing that infection may develop at 
any moment, necessitating an imme- 
diate operation. There isn't one man 
in a. hundred but would have suc- 
cumbed long ago in the mayor’s place. 
Only his grit and nerve keep him up.” 

I asked Mr. Adamson whether he 


had left the hospital since the mayor |. 


was brought there, and he replied that 
he had stolen just one trip to New 
York. * 

Mayer Thinks He’s at “The Hall.” 

Although the mayor believes he is 
over in the city hall every day, he is 
really on the ground floor of the hos- 
pital, where he has a room with a tele- 
phone, which keeps him busy all night 
long and all day iong. 

“There are telephone and telegraph 
messages to take and send out in an- 
swer to the countless inquiries from all 
over the country. There are reporters 
to satisfy and bulletins to issue,” Mr. 
Adamson went on, enumerating a few 
of his duties. 

“I gO up and see the mayor once or 
twice a day, but, of course, he doesn’t 
talk business. He simply asks me 
why I bother coming all the y from 
New York to see him. It displeases 
his honor to’ have anyone take his ill- 
ness seriously, so the othér day his 
brother John was devising schemes 
for explaining his presence in New 
York. He deesn’t come here very often 
and of course he fancied the mayor 
was worse even than reported. 

“As soon as he saw me he said: ‘I’ll 
tell my brother I had to come to New 
York on business, and was just pass- 
ing through.’ I told him that you 
couldn’t foo] his honor that way, and 
he would better just say that he had 
been alarmed at’ the reports he had 
heard. 

“Sure enough, the mayer couldn't 
understand why his brother should 
have to come all the way from Cleve- 
land to see him, but he expressed him- 
self as delighted for all that.” 

Under Gallagher's Fire. 

Mr. Adamson is as modest as the 
mayor himself, and shied away from 
personal fties whenever I attempted to 
make him talk about himself. 

“Didn't Gallagher take aim at you 
after he had shot the mayor?” I asked. 

“Yes,” he re. tied simply. ‘Watson 
saved my life. He was just back of 
Edwards in the scrimmage, and when 
the two men fell on Gallagher he was 
still clicking the revolver desperately 
and trying to get in another shot. We 
all three fell on him, but Edwards suc- 
ceeded in driving him over into a cor- 
ner of the boat. Usually an accident 
of that kind is so sudden one doesn’t 
recall any details, but the are all 
indelibly tmpressed on ms ~~ memory. 
As I led the mayor through a line of 
horrified friends who had just been 
speaking .atim, he said to me or 
some one standing near him: 
gzo0odby to the people on 
for me.’ 

“That expression was turned ,into 
a theatrical farewell to the people-at- 
large. It really ought to be explain- 
ed, because the mayor never intended 
it to sound like a farewell.. lt was 
his usual way of taking things, and 
he merely expressed hig regret that 
he might not be able to sail,

His Voice May Be Spoiled. 

“His voice was so 
natural I scarcely knew it.

very probable that he may never re- 
cover it again, as the vocal cords may 
have been bruised by the bullet. 

<- don’t think the mayor would 
mind anything the boys of the, press 
say about him if they wouldn't try 
to make it appear as if he were a 
man who expressed himself in a 
grandiloquent way and wouldn’t try 
to force an operation on him. He 
objects very strenuously to that. 

“Oh, yes, and he hasn't mentioned 
city hall once Since he was wounded. 
He simply won't talk shop at all, and 
just wants to get well quick and get 
away. 

And then the modest Adamson was 
practically carried away from my sight 
on the tide of seventeen clamorous re- 
porters who demanded a bulletin on 
the mayor. I saw how hard Mr. 
Adamson has to work and I realized 
that he’s a sort. of a Richelieu.

Character From Pipes.

when the telephone bell tinkled, and 
Collector Loeb called from New York 
to acquaint his old chief with the con- 
tents of the president's letter. The 
colonel was greatiy pleased io hear 
that “Sherman, Barnes, Woodruff, Al- 
dridge and company” had been repu- 
diated. 

When the full text of the letter ar- 
rived, the colonel answered briefly but 
unhesitatingly all questions upon. pas- 
Sages that seemed to need explana- 
tion. When asked if Mr. Sherman had 
carried out his agreement with Pres:- 
dent Taft to confer with Mr. Roose- 
velt or if he hgd been invited to do so, 
the colonel replieqd that he had re- 
ceived a written request for such a 
conference dated before the meeting 
of the state committee, but not at 
hand until after the meeting. 

He replied to Mr. Sherman’s letter 
that, in view of the action of the com- 
mitter, a later conference seemed un- 
necessary. 

When President Taft's statement 
that no other name than Senator 
Root’s had been mentioned to him as 
a possible candidate in opposition, was 
ealled to the colonel’s attention, he was 
@sked if he had. ever heard Senator 
Root’s name in that connection before. 

“No,””’ he answered with emphasis. 
and went on with the letter. 

Representative Longworth, he said, 
had endeavored, as he promised Presi- 
dent Taft, to bring about a conference 
with Mr. Sherman. The colonel had 
reminded him, as he had Mr. Sherman 
himself, that it was too late. 


Statement by Hoosevelt. 


Colonel Roosevelt, after reading the 
full text of President Taft's letter, is- 
sued the following formal staement: 

“T am very glad to see President 
Taft's statement and am pleased with 
it. . 
“Before the meeting of the state com- 
mittee, I had repeatedly expressed to 
various leaders, not merely my willing- 
ness, but my. desire, to see them. Since 
the meeting I have not thought that 
there was not any particular object in 
meeting them, as, owing to their 
action, the situation had become such 
as to admit of no compromise, and I 
had nothing to add to what I had al- 
ready said. I may add that I have 
not changed my mind now. 

Roosevelt States His Position. 

“My position is perfectly definite and 
I have nothing to change in it. I had 
Mmever desired the chairmanship, and 
consented to have my name considered 
on condition only, that, in platform and 
candidate alike, the party/should en- 
deavor to achieve success in the only 
way worth trying. That is, by de- 
serving, by making it evident that the 
republican party of the state of New 
York intendsd, in good faith, to serve 
the interests of all the people of the 
state. 

“T cannot speak definitely at the 
moment of my whole plans, because I 
do not know how far the situation wil! 
be changed by the president’s letter 
and so I can say nothing more definite 
tonight.’ 

Sherman Has Nothing to Say. 

Utica, N. Y., August 22.—Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman was seen at his home to- 
night and adivesd of the letter by_Pfes- 
dent Taft and the statements of ex- 
President Roosevelt and Mr. Griscom. 

He said he did not desire to see 
copies of them and declined absolutely 
to make any comment or expression in 
réference to the matter. He simply 
deciared, “I have nothing to say.” 

Mr. Sherman will go to Watertown, 
N. Y., tomorrow on business and will 
not see Colonel Roosevelt when he 
comes here tomorrow. He starts west 
Friday on a tour of campaign speak- 


ing.

Taft Done With Sherman. 

There is much speculation here to- 
night as to what the future relations 
between the president and vice presi- 
dent are to be. That a sure enough 
break has come out of the New York 
situation, but that it involves Mr. Taft 
and Mr. Sherman, rather than Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Roosevelt, is the general 
opinion. There is little doubt here that 
Mr. Taft and Colonel Roosevelt, work- 
ing harmoniously and militantly in 
New York state, will have matters 
entirely their own way so far as the 
republican party is concerned. Just 
what figure Mr. Sherman is to cut in 
the readjustment that is bound to 
come, it is difficult to figure. 

The differences between the presi- 
dent and Mr. Sherman, as revealed in 
Mr. Taft’s yetter appear to be irrec- 
oncillable. 

Taft Angered by Bosses. 

It also apears that the president's 
position was known to a number of 
leaders throughout the entire contro- 
versy. When Lloyd C, Griscom left 
Beverly for Oyster Bay, after spend- 
ing the night of the 13th with Presi- 
dent Taft, he had possession of the 
telegram which the presidefitt had sent 
to Vice President Sherman asking him 
and the leaders associated with him 
to consult Mr. Roosevelt’s wishes be- 
fore doing anything. The president 
felt that this made his position clear 
and there is reason to believe he feels 
just a little resentful that newspaper 
stories were permitted to go out of 
‘New York and Oyster Bay putting the 
president in a false light before the 
country. These stories weré anony- 
mous, it is true, but there is a fee’- 
ing in Beverly that a statement of 
facts, as understood by some of the 
leaders in New York, might have 
changed the situation. ¥ 

Roosevelt and Hughes. 

It was intimated here today that an 
effort to foment trouble between Colo- 
nel Roosevelt and Governor Hughes 
had also been made, but that it had 
ben thwarted, as was the attempt to 
estrange the president and the only 
living ex-president. 

As to stories that a split might 
come between Mr. Taft and Mr. Roose- 
velt on the subject of Secretary Bal- 
linger, Mr. Cocks declared that while 
he did not think Mr. Roosevelt was in 
sympathy with some of Mr. Ballinger’s 
policies, he also did not belleve that 
Mr. Roosevelt thought any wrong- 
doing had been proved against the sec- 
retary of the interior.

Taft's Letter to Griscom. 

The following letter from Presideftt

from your telephone conversations 
with my office, I have steadily re- 
fused to admit the propriety or neces- 
sity of the president’s replying to 
newspaper statements which are not 
based on any act or authorized word 
of his and have no sponsor.

“"T am informed- and believe that 
several members of the New York re- 
publican state committee, who voted 
for Vice President Sherman over ex- 
President Roosevelt as nominee for 
temporary chairman of the state con- 
vention, were influence by = state- 
ments that the vice president’s name 
was presented to defeat Colonel 
Roosevelt in acordance with your 
wish. A member of the state commit- 
tee declared to me before the meeting 
that Mr. Sherman’s - candidacy had 
been ‘arranged with you by telephone 
the previous day. Efforts have been 
made to create an impression that you 
favor a particular candidate for elec: 
tion as state chairman. I want you 
to know that the injection of the name 
of a high member of your administra- 
tion into a factional conflict. has pro- 
duced a most complicated situation, 
and the absence of any authoritative 
information as to your attitude is se- 
riously misleading many republicans 
and impairing a movement for pro- 
gressive party leadership and clean 
government in this state.

New Orleans, La., August 22.—<Aft- 
er almost a year of severe fighting, 
the revolution which was originally 
launched by several hundred Nicara- 
guan insurgents at Bluefields, October 
10 last, practically closed today with 
the capture by the revolutionists of the 
capital city of Managua. 

Cablegrams received in New Orieans 
today announced that Managua fell 
early this morning. .No resistance is re- 
ported to have been given to General 
Luis Mena, when, at the head of an 
army, whose numbers have been large- 
ly augmented by the campaign in the 
interior, he marched into the city 
where Dr. Jose de Madriz has been 
holding forth as hero since Santos Ze- 
laya was deposed last November. 

Madris Had Abdicated. « 

When the insurgent army arrived, 
according to these advices, Dr. Madriz 
had already abdicated in favor of Jose 
Dolores Estrada, who in turn issued 
a proclamation deciaring his_ brother, 
General Juan J. Estrada, “president of 
the reunited republic of Nicaragua.” 
General Juan Estrada has been the 
nominal head of the insurgents. 

It has been generally understood 
ever since the revolution started that 
General Juan J. Estrada was made 
president and nominal head of the pro- 
visional government established at 
Bluefields largely on account of the 
position he held under the Zelaya ad- 
ministration. President Zelaya had ap- 
pointed Estrada. governor Of the de- 


partment of Zelaya, embracing a large 


part of the eastern half of Nicaragua, .|' 


with the Atlantic port of Bluefields as 
the principal stronghold. Without the 
cooperation of Estrada, the Chamorros, 
who promulgated the revolution, real- 
ized that the movement could not be 
successfully launched at Bluefields. 
How Katrada’s Aid Was Secured. 

Estrada’s aid and sympathy were as- 
sured, however, as soon as he was of- 
fered the presidency. When the revo- 
lution opened and his colors were dis- 
played, he was bitterly denounced by 
his brothers, Aurélio and Jose, in Man- 
agua., who declared their loyalty to 
Zelaya. 

Although the revolution has been a 
success and Estrada is nominally pres- 
ident of the supposedly reunited repub- 
lic, it is not believed in Managua that 
he will retain the support of the con- 
servative party. Juan Estrada, as well 
as his brothers, has always been prom- 
inently identified with the liberals, the 
party of Zelaya. 

The Chamorros have always been the 
leaders of the most conservative of the 
conservatives. Their party includes 
the large planters of the interior, who 
claimed that Zelaya was robbing them 
and the country generally_ of,all that 
he could lay his hands oa 

2 Intervention Is Hoped for. 

A cablegram received late today says 
that it is on this account that the 
sympathizers of all sides are expressin 
the -hope that the United States will 
take a hand, and lend its support to 
a fair election. They declared that 
conditions are unsettled in Managua: 
that many serious threats are being 
made on all sides, and that they are 
fearful of the consequences unless a 
strong outside nation demands tha‘ 
pease be made a reality.

Washington, August 22.—While offi- 
cial dispatches were lacking, scarcely 
any doubt remains in Washington to- 
night that the Madriz forces have been 
crushed in Nicaragua, and that Gen- 
eral Juan Estrada, leader of the “in- 
surgents,” has succeed Madriz as 
temporary acting president -of the 
Managua government.

New York, August 22.—Stocks drib- 
bled slowly but surely downward to- 
day on a very light volume of busi- 
ness. The market was dull and ex- 
ceedingly narrow throughout, and the 
pressure upon the list apparently hai 
its origin in the operations of the 
Short interest, which was inelineg to 
take renewed courage from. the re- 
actionary tendency noted in the latter 
part of the previous week. There was 
some support on the more marked re- 
cessions, but not enough to effect more 
than partial recoveries, the closing 
being in most instances the lowest of 
the day. 

Weakness was again most conspic- 
uous in the speculative leaders, the 
Harrimans, Reading, St. Paul, United 
States Steel, Northern Pacific, Amal- 

amated Copper and American Smelt- 
ng, all declining from 1 to 8 points 
On very light offerings. . 

The political situation, which has 
been the foremost factor recently, 
showed no change today, aithough 
there was a -general disposition to 
await the result of Colonel Roosevelt's 
coming public utterances, the first of 
which is to be delivered at Utica to- 
morrow. Wall street believes that 
the present tension in the republican 
party of this state will be satisfac- 


torily settled before long, but is less 


sanguine at the outcome in the nation, 
the increasing force of the “insur- 
gent’? movement being watched with a 
great deal of interest. 

Grain markets were lower, but for- 
eign buying of August cotton resulted 
in a smart advance for that option. 
London’s markets moved with much 
of last week’s irregularity, with weak- 
ness in the copper stocks and further 
distrust of conditions in the raw ru»- 
ber trade. Of the $2,500,000 South 
African g01d4 received in London tv- 
day, Germany took about 40 per cent, 
tupposedliy for Russia, while the con- 
tinent and India secured small allot- 
ments. <A further advance in foreign 
exchange here practically precluded 
all possibility of any demand for the 
metal from this center. 

The day’s general news develop- 
ments were negative for the most part, 
aside from the unusually large re- 
ceipts of focdstuffs at Chicago from 
western points, where traffic agents of 
the leading lines were anticipating an 
increase of general business in the 
fall. Eastern and western roads run- 
ning from midwestern points reported 
falling off in tonnage shipments of 
flour and grain bejng considerably 
lower than in the corresponding week 
last year. 

The British trade report for July fur- 
nished a sharp contrast with our own 
in that there was a gain of three mil- 
lion pounds sterling in the exports, 
with a decrease of over 900,000 pounds 
in impdrts.
